The matter referred to by our correspond­ 
ent, while one of grave concerti, is still o f 
tbat delicate character that causes reluctance 
to touch it. 
Tho public mind, naturally sen- 
s tire iu regard to tlnauci&l institutions, is | r- 
culiady subject at the present lime to un caoi­ 
ne •¥, un I the merest reference to a m atter of 
this kind might excite among the ma-«es lears 
of impending calamity not Justified by the slt- 
u Ilio n . 
There cannot however be uuy doubt in the 
mind of any al ail conversant with public 
opinion, that the loaning of $10,000 by tho 
Ulster County Savings Institution lo a lion of 
Wall street speculators Ins made a most dis­ 
agreeable impression upon the community. It 
h is been no secret that a great many appli­ 
cations for loans preferred by citizens of our 
city anil county, upon unexceptionable secu­ 
rity, have been rejected for lack of funds. 
To 
these refusals of course the applicant* 'Ubuiit- 
ted gracefully, as they knewjianic times di­ 
minished the power of accommodation of sav­ 
ings, us well as of other banks. 
But now 
wbeo they find that the money which they had 
a just right to expect to be placed at their dis­ 
posal is locked up iu the liabilities of a firm 
of professional rai'road gobblers, there is a 
Huge of in lignatioa upon Hie swelling stream 
of grumbling. 
To this extent at feast the 
wool t-be borrowers an I the great mass of bus­ 
iness men aud those dependent upon them, 
have good cause for complaint, for every dol­ 
lar locked up from circulation iu tho county 
intensifies the mom1) pressure. 
But the depositors have graver cause for 
complaint. 
The law makes very plain and 
positive provisions as to the kerning of the 
fuuds deposited in savings banks. 
The legis. 
lurers whose wisdom made .them require that 
no savings bauk luau should be made on real 
estate unless it was of double the value of the 
amount loaned, did not fail to absolutely pre- 
hit/it loans upon railroad bonds. 
It is gener­ 
ally understood that this law has been violated 
lo this instance, and that Hie $10,000 in ques­ 
tion, or a portion of it, is secured by ll. A VA 
It. R. bonds, a species of security which has 
no business in a savings bank till. 
There are 
rumors and reports as to the manner in which 
the bank came to have such loans, but we do 
not care to refer lo them here. 
It is a m atter 
of sufficient concern kthut the savings bank 
bus loaned u|K>n such security ut all. 
Tho 
President of Hie institution is the very last 
man In the entire community whom anybody 
would have exiwcted to have even dreamed 
of making such a loan, and this 
fact, 
when 
people 
rolled 
upon 
it, 
simply 
causes their astonishment to run Into bewild­ 
erment. 
We have only this to say In regard 
to it, aud It Is, that the loan should be at ouce 
assumed by the officers who permitted, di­ 
rected or authorized it. 
There need be no apprehension among de­ 
positors, however,as to the safety of Hic bank. 
The loan is not lost, and even if It were the 
bank ha« sufficient surplus lo stand it. 
But 


R ailroads in Future. 
The national cheap transportation conven­ 
tion, which met in Washington on Saturday 
last, adopted the majority report, completely 
defeating the railroad Interest represented 
there. 
The report includes several sugges- 
tious relative to Hie construction aud m anage­ 
ment of railroads, of so radical a nature that 
the attem pt to put them in the form of law 
will inevitably encounter the extremest oppo­ 
sition from existing monopolies. 
Two or 
three of these arc worth reproducing In our 
columns as being In our opinion nearer the 
limits of possible enactment than the rest. 
1st. That all railways henceforth to be built 
be narrow guage. Inasmuch as the tendency Is 
now ia that direction, a law makiog the nar­ 
row guage imperative would not probably be 
odious to most railroad m en; tho three-foot 
gaagc costing about half what is required to 
build a road of tho prevailing four-foot eight 
and one-half inch guage. 
2(1. Tbat tho government grant no more 
land or subsidies to railroads. 
Sd. That the government, instead, con­ 
struct all such internal improvements itself; 
and that they be used primarily by the gov­ 
ernment itself, aud then be free to all citizens 
who shall place locomotives and cars upon 
them and operate the same subject to regula­ 
tions provided for the maintenance of the 
roadbeds through the payment of tolls or 
otherwise. 
Our comment upon this sugges­ 
tion is tbat it is possible but of doubtful prac­ 
ticability. 
If it is meant that such govern­ 
ment roads could be kept up in the same way 
as our state canals are now, the answer would 
seem to be that a private citizen might easily 
own a canal boat aud a pair of low-bred mules, 
who would hardly become the proprietor of a 
locomotive aud tho consequential cars. 
The 
only persons who. In their private capacity, 
would be at all likely to own so expensive aa 
outfit, would be merchants and producers. 
The moment we concede that other men 
might own engines aud cars and carry for the 
merchants and producers, we strike tho seed 
of a corporation ut once. 
Then we should 
have tho government as road-owucr, various 
people 
as 
transportation 
companies, and 
tho 
general 
public 
as 
patrons. 
SHU 
we arc inclined to 
believe that a meas­ 
ure of this kind, lr it be possible to limit the 
freight charges, will come nearest to securing 
cheap transportation. 
And lowering of rates 
is most surely brought about by competition, 
ami if we have hundreds or even thousands 
of car owners competing for freights on a 
road owned by the government or a corpora­ 
tion Hip chalices are they will bid low. 
4th. The report suggests that iu respect lo 
roads now in operation a Board of Commis­ 
sioners be created with power to establish and 
regulate rates for all passenger and freight 
transportation in each stale, aud also to do a 
great many other honest and economical 
things. 
Nobody who kilties tho nature of 
New York aud Pennsylvania railroad manag­ 
er.* supposes that such a statute could be bom 
in Albany or Harrisburg. 
The very ghost of 
Vanderbilt aud Tom Scott, if those large- 
handed and tight-fisted gentlemen were dead, 
would cry out against it. 
Other ideas were presented ut the Conven­ 
tion which we rannot mention. 
That the

loans.

The m atter referred to by our correspond 
cnt, while one of grave concern, is still of 
that delicate character that causes reluctance 
to touch it. 
Tho public mind, naturally sen 
sltive in regard to financial institutions, is i c 
culiatly subject at the present time to uneasi 
ness, and the merest reference to a m atter of 
tbis kind m ight excite am ong the masses fears 
of im pending calam ity not justified by the sit 
nation. 
There cannot however be any doubt in the 
m ind of any at all conversant with public 
opinion, th at the loaning of $40,000 by the 
U lster County Savings Institution to a firm of 
Wall street speculators has made a m ost Uis 
agreeable impression upon the community. It 
has been no secret that a great many appli 
cations for loans preferred by citizens of our 
city and county, upon unexceptionable secu 
rity, have been rejected for lack of funds. 
To 
these refusals of course the applicants submit 
led gracefully, as they knew .panic times di 
minlshed the power of accommodation of sav 
ings, as well as of other banks. 
But now 
when they find that the money which they had 
a ju st right to expect to be placed at their dis­ 
posal is locked up iu the liabilities of a firm 
of professional railroad gobblers, there is a 
tinge of indignation upou the swelling stream 
of grumbling. 
To this extent at least the 
would-be borrowers and the great mass of bus­ 
iness men and those dependent upon them, 
have good cause for complaint, for every dol­ 
lar locked up from circulation iu th e 'c o u n ty 
intensifies the money pressure. 
B ut the depositors have graver cause for 
com plaint. 
The law m akes very plain and 
positive provisions as to the loaning of the 
funds deposited in savings banks. 
The legis­ 
lators whose wisdom m ade;tbem require that 
no savings bauk loau should bo made on real 
estate unless it was of double the value of the 
am ount loaned, did not fail to absolutely prc- 
hibit Joans upon railroad bonds. 
It is gener­ 
ally understood th at this law has been violated 
in tbis instance, and th at the $-10,000 in ques­ 
tion, or a portion of it, is secured by R. & 0». 
R. R. bonds, a species of security which has 
no business in a savings bank till. 
There are 
rum ors and reports as to the m anner in which 
the bank carac to have such loans, but we do 
not care to refer to them here. 
It is a m atter 
of sufficient concern fctb a t the savings bank 
has loaned upon such security a t all. 
The 
President of fho institution ¡3 the very last 
mau in the entiro community whom anybody 
would have expected to luve even dream ed 
of m aking 
such a loan, and this 
fact, 
when 
people 
reflect 
upon 
it, 
simply 
causes their astonishm ent to run into bewild­ 
erm ent. 
We have only this to say in regard 
to it, and it is, that the loan should be at once 
assum ed by the officers who perm itted, di­ 
rected or authorized it. 
There need be no apprehension among de­ 
positors, however,as to the safety of the bank. 
The loan is not lost, and even if it were the 
bank lia$ sufficient surplus to stand i t 
But 


there. 
The report includes several sugges­ 
tions relative to the construction aud m anage­ 
m ent of railroads, of so radical a nature that 
tbe attem pt to put them íd the form of law 
will inevitably encounter the extrem est oppo­ 
sition from existing m onopolies. 
Two or 
three of these are worth reproducing in our 
columns as being In our opiuion nearer the 
limits of possible enactm ent than the rest. 
1st. That all railw ays henceforth to be built 
be narrow guage. Inasm uch as the tendency Is 
now iu th at direction, a law m aking the nar­ 
row guage im perative would not probably be 
odious to m ost railroad m en; tho three-foot 
g aag e costing about half w hat is required to 
build a road of tho prevailing four-foot eight 
and one-half inch guage. 
2d. T hat tho governm ent grant no more 
land or subsidies to railroads. 
3d. T hat the governm ent, 
instead, 
con­ 
struct all such internal improvements itself; 
and th at they be used prim arily by the gov­ 
ernm ent itself, and then be free to all citizens 
who shall place locomotives and cars upon 
them and operate the sam e subject to regula­ 
tions provided for the m aintenanee of tbe 
roadbeds through the paym ent of tolls or 
otherwise. 
Our com m ent upon this sugges­ 
tion is th at it is possible bu t of doubtful prac­ 
ticability. 
If it is m eant that such govern­ 
m ent roads could be kept up in the same way 
as our state canals are now, tbe answer would 
seem to be that a private citizen m ight easily 
own a canal boat aud a p air of low-bred mules, 
who would hardly becom e the proprietor of a 
locomotive aud the consequential cars. 
The 
only persons who. in their private capacity, 
would be at all likely to own so expensive an 
outfit, would be m erchauts and producers. 
The moment we concede th at other men 
m ight own engines aud cars and carry for tbe 
m erchants and producers, we strike the seed 
of a corporation at once. 
Then we should 
have tho governm ent as road-owuer, various 
people 
as 
transportatiou 
companies, and 
tho 
general 
public 
a3 
patrons. 
Still 
we are inclined to 
believe th at a meas­ 
ure of this kind, if it be possible to limit tbe 
freight charges, will come nearest to securin 
cheap transportation. 
A nd lowering of rates 
is most surely brought about by competition, 
aud if we have hundreds or even thousands 
of car owners com petiug for freights on t 
road owned by the governm ent or a corpora 
tion the cluuces are they will bid low. 
4th. The report suggests that in respect to 
roads now in operation a Board of Commis­ 
sioners ba created with power to establish aud 
regulate rates for all passenger and freight 
transportation in each state, aud also to do 
g reat many oilier honest and economical 
things. 
Nobody who k n o ^ s tho nature 
New York aud Pennsylvania railroad m anag­ 
ers supposes th at such a statute could be born 
in Albany or H arrisburg. 
The very ghost of 
V anderbilt aud Tern Scott, if tiiose lar:

Ttio Joffcrsoniuas. 
At a meeting of the Jeffersonian society, 
held Wednesday evening at Englert’s Hall, a 
formal organization was made by the adoption 
of the constitution. The constitution provides 
a system of rules for conducting primaries in 
aa orderly manner, while it provides that the 
nominations shall be made by the people.— 
The theory of the system is that the people 
meeting iu public assemblies shall propose 
complete tickets, which ¡shall be published be­ 
fore the primary elections by the city commit­ 
tee, those tickets then to be voted Jor quietly 
by those attending the primaries. The can­ 
didates for Mayor, Justice of the Peace, Re­ 
corder and Assessor, carrying any ward shall 
be entitled to the fuil.vote of the ward, which 
shall he one-foriieth of the number of Demo­ 
cratic voles actually cast in the ward at the 
last preceding election. The remaining officers 
aro elected by pluralities of the votes to which 
the wards are entitled. Candidates elected 
by ward3 and supervisors’ districts shall be 
nominated by a plurality vote of the electors. 
The following were appointed a3 members of 
the city committee from the fourth, fifth, sixth 
and seventh wards—Joseph McAvoy, Nicholas 
Murphy, T. C. Schoonmaker, Michael J. Barry, 
Thomas Roach, John A. Muldoon, John D. 
Derrenbacher, Jacob Waller, Tliomiu Loouard, 
D. C. McMillan, John O’Reilly. 
The above were also appointed to act as 
ward committees within their respective 
wards. The meeting adjourqed until Friday 
evening. 


J udge Charles R. Ingalls, Presiding. 
Wednesday morning the jury in the case of 
Phoebe MeClary vs. James Cue nelly brought 
in a verdict for defendant. 
The case of Benjamin J. Freer vs. Eliza 
Hasbrouck, et al., was referred to Judge Law­ 
ton to settle the question of costs. In this 
case some fifteen or twenty attorneys have 
appeared for the defendants, and it seems to 
be a much harder matter to determine the 
question of their costs than the othsr ques­ 
tions that have been decided in the case. 
The trial of the case of Mar¡i Ann Yon 
Beck vs. George F. Von Beck et al. was then 
resumed. A. J. Mellon made the opening 
address for tho plaiutifl. 
Mary Ann V on B eck was then called as a 
witness, and Jacob Freileweh sworn as in­ 
terpreter. She testified as follows: My name 
is Mary Ann Von Beck; I live across the creek 
with my daughter; was born in 1800; did not 
know George Von Beck during his life time. 
I did not know George Von Beck, but knew 
him since I’ve been here; don’t kno.v Major 
Von Beck; I know Magdalene Stephan; she 
is my daughter; have been id this country 
four years next spring; met my husband at 
Stephan’s house; bis name was George Von 
Beck; I knew him about six months iu Kaps- 
weyer; I fli\3t became acquainted with him 
in 1819 or 1820. (An offer was here made to 
show by the witness that she was married to 
George F. Von Beck in 1820. The Court de­ 
cided the evidence could not be given by the 
wife, on the grouud that it was a transaction 
with a deceased person.) Witness—I first be­ 
came acquainted with Von Beck in Kapswey- 
erin Germany; wa3 acquainted with him six 
months; I was 19 years of age wlieu I got 
acquainted with him; had known him thirty- 
two years in that place. (A number of offers 
were here made to prove the marriage, all of 
which were decided improper evidence.) 
S a bil l.v F lick was then sworn.aml through 
an interpreter gave her evidence as follows: 
Live In Rondout; have lived there twenty-six 
years; lived in Kapsweyer, Germany; knew 
George Von Beck there,and also in this coun­ 
try; was not married when I first knew Von 
Beck; was twenty or twenty-two years old 
when 1 first kneiv him—am now seventy-two 
years old; knew Mr3. Vou Beck in Germany 
from the time 1 went to school; Mary Ann 
Von Beck was married to George Von Beck 
in Germany; was at the wedding; am a mar­ 
ried wonyan; was married in Germany; knew 
a family by the name of Dreyfus; kuew Von 
Beck's brother; have known George Von 
Beck for twenty-six years in this country; 
have been at Von Beck’s house in Kapsweyer; 
he had a grocery store; Vou Beck and wife 
lived together until he came to thi3 country; 
they had six childreu—Magdalena, Theresa, 
Elizabeth, Katrine, Margaret ; they had a boy 
by tiie name of George; have met Magdalena 
in this country; she is the wife of Frederick 
Stephan; saw Von Beck and Mary Aun to­ 
gether at Stephans’,; when George saw 
her lie said, “ Sabilla, now you have be­ 
come acquainted with somebody here, this is 
my wife.” George F. Von Beck is under the 
ground, or lie may be in Heaven. 
Cross Examination—The name of Mrs. Von 
Beck was Mary Ann Koons; she was known 
as Mary Ann Beck; did not know a man by 
the name ot Henry Schonbnrger; kuew no 
man living with Mary Ann. 
The question was here asked whether Mary 
Ann had a child after Vou Beck had left Ger­ 
many, by another man, but the Court ruled it 
out. Counsel ofiered to prove another child 
was born, by name Mary. The Court excluded 
the evidence. 
Witness—What 1 mean by going to the 
wedding is, that it was the fashion of the 
voung girls to go in the evening, so I went; 
was not at the ceremony; the company was 
at Koons’ house; her father’s name was Mat­ 
ildas Kcous; they were residents of Kaps­ 
weyer; don’t know where George Von Beck 
was born; he and his brother came there and 
ran a store, and boarded out; was in the 
church and saw the service of marriage; they 
had to be called off in church three times be­ 
fore marriage; was in the church when they 
were married, but not at the altar, where they 
were; saw the priest. 
The seizin on the part OÍ Von Beck was 
claimed to be admitted by the pleadings. 
Jansen IIasbrouck was then called to prove 
the value of the property in question in the 
case—Am acquainted with the Mansion H ouse 
property up to Hamilton’s stables; iu 1863 it 
was worth about $60,000, tho Clinton Ilali 
building was worth about $8,000, the Masonic 
Hall building was worth som e $30,000; should 
uot estimate the property at present to be 
worth any more. 
Cross-Examined— I give this opinion with­ 
out regard to the mortgages oa the property. 
The plaintiff then closed. 
Defendants’ counsel moved for non-suit on 
the ground that plaintiff is an alien, and that 
there is no proof that Von Beck was seized of 
the property. 
The Court allowed the plaintiff to bring 
witnesses and prove the title of Von Beck to 
the proparty. After A. Schooumaker, Jr., 
had opened the case oh the part of the de­ 
fense, the act of the Legislature legalizing the 
marriage of Yon Beck with Jane Maria Dem- 
ing was put in evidence. 
Several papers 
were then ofiered iu evidence, relating to tbs 
marriage of Mary Ann, the plaintiff, with 
Henry Schonburgb, in Germany, after George 
F. Yon Beck had departed for this country, 
and that a child had beeu born by such mar­ 
riage. The Court, however, decided the evi­ 
dence immaterial, that such marriage could 
not afiect the issues in the case, as it would 
be utterly void, tiie plaintifl’s husband being 
alive at the time. The case was then closed, 
and the Court decided there was no question 
of fact for the jury, that the case only iuvolv- 
clque-tions of law. The Court thought it 
would be better to submit the questions to the 
General Term, than to argue them in this 
Court; that he had better direct a verdict for 
either plaintiff or defendant, subject to the 
opinion of the General Term. After some fur­ 
ther argument, the Court directed a verdict 
for the defendant subject to the opinion of the 
General Term, each party to bear one-half of 
the expenses. By this decision, an able and 
interesting argument was nipped in tha bud, 
much to the disgust of many persons interest­ 
ed, of course including the several attorneys 
and counsel, who intended to distinguish 
themselves. We omitted to mention iu yes­ 
terday’s paper that Peter Cantine is also one 
of the counsel for defendants. 
No. 266, J. II. Divine et al. vs. Thomas 
Hamilton et\al., was then called and partially 
tried. In this case a default was taken last 
week, but re-opened on motion by plaintiff's 
counsel. The attorneys are Geo. G. Keeler 
for plaiutifl and A. J. Mellon Tor defendant. 
This action is on a promissory note of$4G6.76, 
given iu payment of a cargo of cord-wood. 
The plaintifl’s witnesses were sworn,when the 
case was put down to be finished on Friday 
morn in g. 
No. 50, Dinah M. > ounlryman vs. John 
Carney, David Carney and Elizabeth Carney, 
was then tried. The attorneys are J. West­ 
brook for plaintiff, J. M. Cooper for defendant, 
Charles A. Fowler of counsel for defendant.— 
This is an action of assault and battery. The 
parties live in High Falls, aud Elizabeth is the 
daughter of plaintiff, while John and David 
are the sons of Elizabeth. Some time in 1872, 
while the plaiutifl, a woman some seventy 
years of age, was in the house getting ready 
to go to bed, the defendants rushed upon her 
and one of them kicked her in the face. He 
then struck her with the 03t aud finally broke 
over her head an earthen vessel, the contents 
of which went over her and on the floor. One 
of plaintifl’s sons then drew a pistol, when a 
grand row occurred, in which it seems all the 
members of the household engaged. The car­ 
pets were torn up, chairs pmashed, bed col- 
lapssd, and lots ot blood spilt, though mostly 


from the nose3 of the combátanle. No one, 
it seems, was Reriou3ly injured, and the case 
is one of those family squabbles that so often 
occur in this country. The old lady, the plain­ 
tiff, had remonstrated with one of defendants 
because he was too attentive to some woman 
who had fits, so defendants no doubt thought 
they would give the old lady a dose of the 
same article. They did give her fit3 and no 
mistake, according to tho opening oí plaintifl’s 
counsel, but whether the jury will mete out 
the same quality to defendants remains to be 
seen. 
Itcv. (>. II. Ilepw orth’s Lecture. 
Those who failed to hear Rev. G. n . Hep- 
worth at Music Hall last evening missed one 
of the best entertainments of the course. What­ 
ever may be Mr. Ilepwortb’s pulpit peculiari­ 
ties or doctriual ideas, certainly as a lecturer 
he is very attractive and instructive. He is a 
man of solid, substantial build, with a deep, 
sonorous voice that makes every word as dis­ 
tinct in the farthest corner as in the front 
seat of the hall, and which seems especially 
adapted for use in the great church iu which 
he preaches. In his lecture Mr. Uepworth de­ 
nounced the habit that so many men have of 
alluding to the past as the golden age—the 
golden age lay in the future. Yesterday was 
ood, but to-day is better, and to-morrow will 
be better still. The main ideas were that 
pluck and honesty were.sure to win—were in­ 
deed the principal conditions of winning true 
success iu life. He pictured the American as 
a man of surprises, born in a hurry, living in 
a hurry, dying and being forgotten in a hurry. 
He pictured the follies of American youth— 
there were no longer any girls, healthy, hearty, 
buxom, but our girls were all women before 
they were out of their teens, and our boys at 
eighteen dreamed of love in a cottage, aud at 
twenty-one of a four story freestone front and 
love—money was what they wanted 
The 
fast way Americans lived was illustrated by 
an amusing story of his walk when a young 
man just arrived iu New York, down Broad­ 
way, where, starting to leis&rely stroll down 
the street, the impetuous way in which every 
one hurried along magnetized him into a 
hurry also, and though he didn’t Know where 
he was going he sped along as fast as the 
fastest, determined that no one should beat 
him there, till at last he found himself on¿ a 
ferry-boat bouud for Brooklyn. The story was 
inimitably told, and brought out shouts of 
laughter. The grasping, speculative charac­ 
ter of the American was illustrated by saying 
that if he could have the whole world given to 
him and held tho title in his hand, lie would 
stand reaching forth toward the firmament, 
longing for a mortgage on the nearest fixed 
star. The lecturer closed with an eloquent 
peroration, in which he eulogized honesty and 
pluck and foretold for them grand triumphs 
in the future. 


Too D ry. 
An attache of The Freeman, with a travel­ 
ing bag in his hand, stepped gaily on the 
Sleightburgh ferry-boat’s snow-clad deck on 
Wednesday morning when he immediately 
performed one of the most astonishing feat3 
ever witnessed from one of his cloth.- To the 
intense surprise of the passengers and crew 
of the stalely craft lie leaped into the air, 
much as a wild Hibernian does when spoiling 
for a fight at Doauybrook fair, and while at 
an altitude of several feet, standing ou noth­ 
ing and kicking at the stars, he, with nervous 
muscular energy, cast his traveling bag into 
the frozen waters of the Rondout and then 
sat down upon deck with a thud which made 
the frame of the gallant boat quiver as if a 
fifteen-inch solid shot, at short range, had 
struck her full broadside. 
Leaving the sup­ 
posed to-bc-temporarily-iusane gentleman to 
his own devices ‘tin gaining] his equilibrium, 
four gallant men seized “the long pole with a 
hook in oue ctul,” and rushing to tiie rail im­ 
mediately commenced tho rescue of the trav­ 
eling bag, which was soon accomplished, but 
not before the owner thereof had regained his 
feet, and as the rescuing party thought, his 
senses.

The Freeman said that about twelve years 
ago there came into the towu of Shandaken, 
Ulster county, a man calling himself Sidney 
Flint, but who, amoug the town-people, is re­ 
membered and spoken of as the “ Mountain 
Man.” From whence he came no one knew, 
nor was there anything definite ever learned 
as to his former history or his purpose in tak­ 
ing up his abode in Shandaken. He was ac­ 
companied by a woman and n little girl. This 
girl called the man uncle, and the woman 
mother. 
In reply to the above, W. J. Story sends the 
following to the Dutchess Farmer: 
Sidney Flint wa* a counterfeiter 1 Da not 
start, dear roader, at our making this state­ 
ment, for it ¡3 nevertheless, true. 
Sidney Flint was a pardoned convict from 
Sing Sing prison. Fifteen years ago he had 
been arrested on the charge of highway rob­ 
bery. 
By circumstantial evidence ho was 
tried, and sentenced to prison for ten years. 
He served three years of the allotted punish­ 
ment, when he was pardoned out by the Gov- 
enor. Having not a friend iu the world be 
left the gloomy precincts of Sing Sing. Then, 
as nine convicts out of teu would have done 
under the same circumstances, he went to the 
very worst place he could—New York. 
Then, as a natural consequence, ho “ fell in 
with thieves.’’ Ho got with the celebrated 
counterfeiter, Miller, and accumulated wealth, 
till he counted it by thousands. Got reckless. 
Then purchased theplatc3 of Miller; removed 
to Shandaken and manufactured money on his 
own “ hook.” 
At stated times he left his home in the wil­ 
derness and traveled over the western part of 
the continent, to dispose of his superfluous 
stock; theu returned. Ou oae of these reg­ 
ular tours he brought back with him a wo­ 
man aud girl. The woman called him unde. 
The girl was her daughter. 
This was true. 
It would lie very strange indeed if the neigh­ 
bors thereabouts would uot try and pump this 
mysterious family. 
Mysterious? Yes. Llo never tilled the lit­ 
tle spot of ground adjacent to his dwelling, 
although he had formerly cleared it ¡of timber. 
He seemed truly a man of poverty. He nev­ 
er worked, yet purchased at the village store, 
the necessaries for his family, and paid for 
them. A huge bull-dog was all the live-stock 
visible about the place. 
It is hot strange, 
therefore, that he should be the topic of con­ 
versation among these ignorant, but honest, 
thank Heaven, backwoodsmen. 
A certain youth whose talent a3 a spy was 
proverbial, visited the place in the dead of 
night.

Sidney Flint is dead. On the night of No­ 
vember 5th, 1873, he expired, aged 56 years. 
His property was divided jointly between the 
two women.

say that in the life and death of Sidney Flint, 
we have a faithful verifiication of Shake­ 
speare’s matchless couplet: 
I have set my life upon a cast, 
And will abide the hazard of the die.

C O R P O R A T IO N N O T IC E .-A n or- 
dinance in relation to the FIRE DEPART­ 
MENT of the City of Kingston. Adopted Decem­ 
ber twenty-third. 1873. 
The Common Coaucll of the city of Kingston do 
ordain as foilowsfc.. , 
S uction 1. The 
of Kingston shall be divided 
Into two Ore department districts—the 3d, 4th, 5th, 
6th and 7th Wards to comprise the Eastern Fire 
District, and the 1st, 2d, 8th and 9th Wards to com­ 
prise the Western Fire District. 
CHIEF EXOINJ^EK AND ASSISTANT*. 
S ection 1. Each of said departments shall consist of 
a chief.Engineer, two Assistant Engineers, and as 
many engines,hose and hook and ladder companies 
as the Common Council shall from time to time es­ 
tablish. The number of men appointed to each 
steam engine and hand engine company shall not 
exceed tlfty (6u); to each hose company thirty (30); 
unless each nose company shall run 1,000 feet of 
hose or more, or more than o;-.e apparatus, orrnn a 
tender carrying both hose and coal for a steamer, 
in which case each company shall be entitled to 
sixty (00) members; and to each hook and ladder 
company (50). In addition to the number of mem­ 
bers allotted to the several steam engine compa­ 
nies, each of said steamers shall be entitled to an 
engineer aud fireman, to be appeintf d bv the Com­ 
mon Council, on the recommendation of the chief 
engineer, for such time and at such compensation 
as tho Common Council shall prescribe. 
{ 2. An election shall be hold on the fourth Tues­ 
day of March iu each and every vear between the 
hours of 2 and 8 o’clock In the atternoon, for the 
election of a chief engineer, two assistant engin­ 
eers, treasurer and secretary of each lire depart­ 
ment, who shall respectivcdy hold their offices for 
one year aud until tueir successors are elected and 
continued. The city clerk shall give at least eight 
days previous notice of such election by publishing 
the same in one or more of the newspapers printed 
in said city. At such election the chief engineer 
and foremen of the several companies shall preside 
and act as iuspectors of election, aud a majority of 
such iuspectors shall constitute a quorum. Such 
inspectors shall make return to theuom mon Coun­ 
cil of said citv at their ffrst regular meeting there­ 
after. It shall be the duty of the foremen of the 
several companies annually, before the tlrst day of 
March, to make a report iu writing to the chief en­ 
gineers, wherein they shall set forth a list of all the 
members of their respective companies, both ac­ 
tive and honorary, m good ta tiding. From this 
list the chief engineer shall make up a list to be 
used as a poll list for said annual election. A copy 
of sucn list shall, before the second Tuesday of 
March annually,be furnished by said chief engineers 
to the several companies under their charge. Any 
person entitled to have his name on said list, but 
whose name may have been inadvertently or im­ 
properly omitted from the same, may have his 
name placed thereon by making application to the 
Common Council on or before the twentieth day of 
March of such year. Such list so prepared by 
tho chief engineers and corrected by the Common 
Council shall be the pollist for the aumial elec­ 
tion of officers of the firo dedartments aforesaid 
and no person whose name does not appear on said 
list shall Permitted to voto at such election. In 
case any one or more of the officers chosen at such 
election shall for cause, fail to be continued by 
the Common Council, it shall be the duty of said 
Common Council to order a new election, and at 
such new election the person or persons thus re­ 
jected shall be ineligible, and all votes given for 
such person shall be void aud not counted. 
5 3. It shall be the duty of the foremen of the 
several engine, hose, hook and ladder companies to 
make an annual report in writing to the chief eu- 
giuecron or before the ffrst day of March, wherein 
they shall set forth a list of all tho members of 
their respective companies, honorary aud active, 
the number of members added to the eompauy du­ 
ring the preceding year, the number who have left 
the company by death, resignation or otherwise, 
the standiug of the ac ive members on the books 
of the company in respect to the payment of dues 
and tines and the possession of a nreumi's dress, 
and au'abstract and condition of all the property oi 
the city entrusted to their care. Such report shall 
also specify the residence of ail members; their oc­ 
cupation; the date of their membership ; the mode 
of their becoming members, whether by transier 
or joining as new members; and how such mem­ 
bership terminated. No person shall be recogniz­ 
ed by the engineer as a liremau whose name does 
uot appear ou such record. 
{ 4. It shall be the duty of the several engineers 
to wear a leather cap, painted white with a' gilded 
froutispieee, with the title of their respective offi­ 
ces thereon, and also to carrv with them a speak­ 
ing trumpet, and at night a lanteru ui pr jpriately 
lettered 
5 5. The chief engineers shall, In all rases of 
lire, have.the sole aud absolute control and com­ 
mand over all the engines and other persons con 
uected with the lire department. It shall be their 
duty to direct the other engineers to take proper 
measures to arrange the engines and other appar­ 
atus iu the most advantageous manner, aud cause 
the same to be duly worked for the effectual extin­ 
guishment of Ures ; and It shall be the further duty 
of said engineer once in each aud every year and 
as often as the Muyor or Common Council shall di­ 
rect, to examine all the apparatus for the cxtin 
guishuieut of fires, and report the result of such ex­ 
amination. It shall also be the duty of said engin­ 
eers to call out the several companies under their 
command for inspection as often as required by the 
Common council. 
{ ti. In case of the absence of the chief engineers 
at tires or alarms of lire, the engineers next in rank 
who may be present shall, during such absence, 
have aud exercise all the power and authority of 
the chief engineers, aud shall perform the duties of 
their offices ; and when all the engiueersare absent 
the ms* ur or alderman of the ward in which the lire 
may be raging, as ex officio engineers, shall perform 
all the duties. The officer iu command of the com­ 
pany which first arrives ata Arc, shall be the officer 
in command until one ol the aforesaid officers be 
present. 
5 7. Whenever a Are occurs in either of the fire 
districts, for the control of which in the opinion of 
the engineer in charge of that district it will require 
the assistance of the whole or anv part of the tire 
department of the other district, he shall at once 
cause the chief or one of the assistant engineers of 
such adjoining district to be notified ol the aid 
needed, and it shall be the duty of the officer re­ 
ceiving such notice forthwith to sound an alarm in 
his district, and send such of the companies and 
apparatus as may be needed at the lire, the same 
to be designated by such officer, and it shall be the 
duty of such companies to proceed forthwith upon 
receiving such order, and subject themselves at the 
fire to the lawful orders aud directions of the en­ 
gineers of the district in which the lire occurs. 
5 8. It shall be the duty of the chief engineers to 
keep or cause to be kept iair aud exact rolls of the 
respective companies, specifying the name, badge, 
number, occupation, residence, admission and dis­ 
charge of each member of tha department in books 
to be kept for such purpose. 
5 11- The chief eugiueers shall have power to 
Immediately suspend any officer or member of the 
fire department while thev shall be on duty at fires 
or otherwise within their district, for disobedience 
of orders, Incapacity, intoxication, disorderly con­ 
duct, insubordination or neglect of duty; but in 
case he shall thus suspend any officer or member, 
he shall report the facts in writing to the Mayor 
forwlth, who shall lay the same before the Common 
Council at their next regular meeting, and they 
shall thereupon at such meeting, or at such other 
time as they muy appoint, proceed to hear aud de­ 
termine the matter, aud shall either restore sueli 
officer or member, or expel, suspend or reprimand 
him. Any officer or member so suspended or ex­ 
pelled may be reinstated only by the Common 
Council. 
COMPANY OFFICERS. 
S ection 1. Each company now organized, or to 
be hereafter organized, shall be under the com­ 
mand of a foreman, aud llrst and second assistant 
foremau, who, together with such other officers as 
the respective companies may prescribe in their 
several by-laws, including their representative, 
shali be elected annually at s*ich times as tlie by­ 
laws of the several companies shall prescribe. 
5 2. It shall be the duty of the foreman of the 
company to preserve order at all times and require 
aud enforce a compliance with the ordinances and 
orders and t he rules and regulations of the depart­ 
ment and the orders of the engineer. He shall also 
see that the apparatus committed to his care is kept 
tu order aud ready for immediate use. and the 
buildings ia which the same are deposited ure kept 
cleau, aud in case of any damage in or about such 
building or to such apparatus, to report the same 
forthwith to the chiet engineer. 
5 3. He shall keep or cause to be ke,>c fair and 
exact rolls of tiie company under his charge, and 
such other records as hereinbefore provided. 
{ 4. In the absence of the foreman, the officer of 
the company next In command present shall per­ 
form all the duties required of the foremau. and 
shall be obeyed in like mauuer by the members un­ 
der like penalties. 
{ 5. It shall be the duty of the officers and mem­ 
bers of the several companies at an alarm of fire 
to repair to their respective houses and convey 
their apparatus to the place of contlagratiou in as 
speedy a manner as possible under the direction of 
tue officer in charge. After arriving at or near the 
fire such officer shall report to the engineer pres­ 
ent, whose dutv it shall be to assign said company 
a position, with such instructions as he shall deem 
proper for the effectual extinguishment of such 
fire. 
MEMBERSHIP. 
S ection 1. The several lire companies shall re­ 
spectively nominate their own officers and members 
aud shall immediately upon such nomination re­ 
port the same to the chief engineer of their respec­ 
tive districts for approval; and in case such nom­ 
ination shall be confirmed by the Common Council, 
the Mayor shall issue to such officer or member a 
certificate of appointment, under the corporate 
seal of t he city, which certificate shall entitle such 
officer or member to all the immunities aud privi­ 
leges of a fireman, subject to these ordlnauces and 
the by-laws of the company of which he shall be a 
member. 
5 2. Every person admitted into the department 
shall also immediately furnish himself with a fire­ 
man’s uniform in conformity with that woru by the 
eompauy to which he shall belong, and shall be and 
remaiu a member of the company named In his ap­ 
plication until he shall be transierred to another 
company, ordischarged or expelled; aud no mem­ 
ber shall be so transierred except by the consent 
of the company in which he is enrolled, aud the 
Common Council. 
5 3. No person under the age of eighteen years 
shall be granted a certificate of appointment In any 
of the companies of the department. 
Í 4. Any officer or meiuoer of the fire depart­ 
ment who shall remove from the city permanently, 
shall be reported to the chief engineer, and by him 
to the Common Council, when his name shill be 
stricken from the roll. 
{ 5. Every member who has served for five rears 
in the fire department, shall be entitled to a dis­ 
charge certificate, under the corporate seal, signed 
by the Mayor, clerk of ihe Common Council aud the 
chief engineer. 
{ tí. Any member of the fire department or other 
person who shall intentionally raise a false alarm 
of fire or set fire to any material for such purpose, 
or who shall wantonly or malitiiously injure auy 
property belonging to or provided for the depart­ 
ment, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
$25, to be sued for aud recovered by the city for its 
use.{ 7. The chief engineers, with the consent of the 
Common Ccuucii, may grunt permits in writing 
for any company to go ou excursions for sucu 
length of time as they may direct; and no compa­ 
ny shall go beyond tue city limits in cases of fire, 
except by orders of the engineer iu charge. 
5 8. The houses occupied by the several compa­ 
nies shall be for the usi of the members only ; and 
no cards, dice or otheruevices osed for gambling, 
shall be brought into or suffered to remain iu any 
building used by any company in the department 
nor shall spirituous liquors be used therein. The 
foreman and assistant foremen shall be held strict­ 
ly accountable for any violation of this section. 
{ 9. The penalties meuticned herein may be 
sued for by the Common Council, and when receiv 
ed be paid to the city treasurer.
